ng school was ready for occupancy 
and added that there was $5500 in- 
surance on the building. 


Supt. Morrison made his regular 


report, which was accepted. The to- 
tal number of pupils at present in 
the schools was stated to be 1668. 


^ Mr. Morrison reported that he had 
made up a proper form of contract 
with neighboring towns for tuition 
of students, but the city solicitor sta- 
ted there could be no form of con- 
tract, although, according to law, the 
tx>ard could collect from towns by 
terms. 


Mr. Martin moved that a commit- 


tee of thnee be appointed to act with 


e committee frqaj; the^ city cpun- 


cils for the purpose of erecting a new 
higfc school building and, that, the

Supt. Morrisons announced that the 


school board of Rye had consulted 
fhe mayor about placing the Byte 
schools under the supervision of the 
Portsmouth superintendent, 
in ac- 


cordance with the vote at the late 
town meeting, pn. motion, of -Mr. 
Pendar, the superintendent and Mes- 
jsrs. Adams and Hodgdon were ap- 
pointed a committee to confer with 
the Rye school board. 


The request of Mr. Polimer 
to 


have his children finish out the term 
at the Farragut school, as he has 
moved to the South end, was grant- 
ed. 


Supt. Morrison, at the request of 


the teachers, called the attention of 
the board to the rule by which teach- 
ers, when absent on. account of ill- 
ness, are only paid twenty-five per 
cent, of their salaries, and this only 
for two weeks. He said that 
the 


teachers considered 
this 
rather 


hard, as many times they contracted 
their Illnesses by contact with the 
pupils. He gave his 
opinion that 


teachers went to school when they 
should remain at home, simply be- 
cause their sajaries would be cut if 
a substitute was sfeot from the train- 
ing school. A janitor who was 
ill 


received his pay and the teachers 
thought they should bef given the 
same treatment. 


Mr. Martin said that Janitor Den- 


nett of the Farragut school, while 
assisting in the disinfecting of the 
school, had his eyes so affected that 
he was obliged to stay away from 
work. His salary was paid. The mat- 
ter of changing the ruJe was referred 
to the committee on salaries, on mo- 
tion of Mr. Fender. 


Supt. Morrison then read a letter 


from the state superintendent, in re- 
gard to the change in the law regard- 
ing truant officers, and changing the 
date for taking the census 
from 


April to October. The 
board then 


adjourned.

black, back, saddle, etc., silver white,

•wings. The legs are white or pinkish, 
•which is the chief drawback, accord- 
ing to American market standards. In 
England the breed is extremely popu- 
lar for its table qualities, the flesh be- 
ing very delicate in texture. The breast 
is very deep and full, and this quality 
is often imparted to crests of tbe 
breed. The fowls arc hardy and en- 
dure cold weather, and chickens can 
be raised with success if kept away 
from damp soil. Laying qualities are 
fair.—American Agriculturist. 


Simple and Sure T&SS Tester. 


My favorite home egg tester is made 


of a piece of tarred paper rolled up 
funnel shape, flattened a little at the 
big end and cut to fit snugly up to the 
eye so as to exclude the light, and at 
the small end round and of the proper 
size to admit the egg half way, as in 
testing. I make them about eight inch- 
es long. They can be used with either 
a bright lamplight or the sun, but I 
prefer the s?un to a lamp at all times, 
the light being so much brighter, mak- 
ing the testing proportionately easier 
and quicker done. 


The beautj* of this simple tester is 


that for almost nothing one can have 
any number of them—with an incuba- 
tor, in the sitting rooms and wherever 
there are hens hatching. Those who 
have never used them do not know 
their great value in saving sitting hens. 
Send for some incubator catalogue and 
find out how to tell a fertile from an 
infertile egg. 


Then when the hens have been set a 


week or ten days—three or four at least 
having been set at once—go out on a 
bright dpy armed with an egg tester 
and a basket. Remove all infertile eggs, 
put the fertile ones under part of the 
hens and re?,et the others. If the eggs 
are inclined to be infertile, this will 
save the time of a numberless amount 
of sitters during the summer—Mrs. N. 
E. Slater in Poultry Keeper. 


Antixcrntch. 


Many poultry raisers recommend a 


scratching place for fowls made of 
straw or some kind of litter with grain 
thrown in it for them to scratch for 
exercise. A little consideration trill 
show the mistaken idea. The exercise 
is well enough, but there are two ob- 
jections: First, the fowls must contin- 
ue breathing dust while they are 
scratching; second, and worse, is the 
fact tluit they mix their excrement up 
with the straw and must necessarily 
eat some of it. 


One of the most important things in 


poultry raising is to prevent the dele- 
terious effects of excreta. Fowls are 
shurpslghtod and will avoid every kind 
of dirt unless it is so mixed with their 
food that they cannot. Scraps from the 
kitchen should not be thrown out at 
random. If their food is not tine enough 
to eat, they will pick and pound at it 
and carry it from place to place until 
it Is foul with their own excreta. But 
for tliK there would be but little dis- 
ease among fowls, especially cholera.— 
Stockman and Farmer.

Briffbt Blok»oau la ft. 


The Ijuteh garden is to be filled with 


annuals for the mo-:t part, at least this 
iiist Vv-ar. Mj:.y good annuals that we 
Lave not hitherto had room for are to 
be grown here. One of the four square, 
large center beds is to be devoted to 
orange jind yellow flowers, Iu this let- 
ter I would like to describe some an- 
nuals which are not quite so common 
ns those one generally sees in flower 
gardens. 


The yellow bed is to have an edging 


of eschM.-l.olizia or California poppy. 
This is a \ery common annual, to be 
sure, but It has many merits which 
commend It for a somewhat dry and 
sunny spot. To obtain the best plants 
of these they should be sown as early 
as possible. Terhaps it is not generally 
known that there are several species of 
<-!(-h-5eholtzia, all well worth planting. 
Beside* Esckscholtzia californica there 
is E. croeca, which is, I believe, a dis- 
tinct species. Its variety called Man- 
darin is a very fine kind, forming a 
tompact plant which bears rich, red- 
dish orange flowers in profusion. Then 
there are the double forms of Esch- 
scholtzia crocea, which are exceeding- 
ly attractive. Another variety called 
Satin Blush Is a good sort and has 
large, saucer shaped blooms which are 
silvery white, tinged outside with rose. 
Eschscholtzia revel in hot sunshine and 
bloom continuously from July until 
late in the fall. 


Some lantanas of cream, orange and 


sulphur yellow shades are tinder way 
for this yellow bed. Lantanas are very 
useful for the fall garden and are easi- 
ly raised from seed or cuttings. They 
can be started in February under glass, 
planted out In warm weather, lifted in 
the fall and kept during the -winter Jn 
tha greenhouse. They are noteworthy 
from the fact that they bloom nine 
months of the year. The dwarf sorts 
are the ones we prefer for this bed. 
The tall ones are effective when grown 
ns single specimens, making good sized 
bushes, vv-ith showy flowers of many 
odd hues. The objection to the dwarf 
species known aa Latana sellowiana 
is the unpleasant smell of its pretty 
flowers.—Gardening. 


THE GOOSEBERRY BUSH. 


Tbe New 'Wood and tUe Old—What 


and Where to Cat. 


Gooseberry fruit is produced from 


lateral buds on one-year-old wood and 
also on short spurs on wood two or 
more years old The same spur may 
produce fruit for three or four years if 
the strength of the bush is maintained 
by proper fertilizing and pruning. The 
first two crops from a given spur are, 
however, usually the best. 


The new wood which is produced in 


a gooseberry bush each season appears 
as new branches arising from buds on 
the previous year's growth of the 


]lnl»<- Your Green Stuff. 


Any one who has room to keep chick- 


ens can aNo raise green stuff for them. 
Lettiu-e is one of the best green feeds, 
and it takes only a small plot to raiso 
enough for a good sized flock of chick- 
ens. 
One man who has only four city 


lots Keeps 100 or more chickens and 
tinds room to sow rape enough to fur- 
nish groi'U feed all summer, lie sowa 
rape in one or two of his yards and aft- 
er It pots six Inches high, which Is only 
a short time, he turns the chickens in 
and lets them strip it. Then they are 
turned Into another yard which has 
been sowed to rape, and while they are 
eating at that the first starts up as 
green as e\er.

canes already present or as new shoots 
arising from the crown of the bush. 
The new branches on the old canes 
will produce fruit from their lateral 
buds the year following the one in 
which they develop. The new shoots 
from the crow n will become fruiting 
canes when two years old if allowed 
to grow. The new branches on a com- 
paratively young cane are much stron- 
ger than those on an old cane. As soon 
as a cane shows signs of weakening it 
should be removed and a new shoot 
left to develop Into a cane to take its 
place. If the bush is in normal condi- 
tion, the number of young shoots left 
should be just equal to the number of 
old canes rcmo\ ed. 


A symmetrically pruned gooseberry 


bush will consist of from six to a doz- 
en or so canes of all ages from one to 
about five years, and there will be ap- ( 
proximatcly an equal number of canes j 
of each age. 
| 


In addition to the cutting away of 


old 
canes 
and 
superfluous 
young 


shoots the young wood on the old canes 
that are left Is thinned out and headed 
in. The branches which are left are I 
shortened back to from eight to twelve 
inches. A new shoot which is to bo left 
to develop into a cane should be head- 
ed back to a height of from sixteen to 
twenty Inches, says an American Agri- 
culturist writer, whose plan of pruning 
Is given above.

The popularity of the bnnana is evi- 


dently growing In England, where It is 
said that in the past two years the con- 
sumption has risen from 1,500,000 to 
11,500,000 buuchcv a year. 


Dumbbell exercises and physical cul- 


ture, excellent though they be, are not 
"in it" for the joy of seeing the growth 
Of things that have been planted by 
one's own hand, says a New England 


of the l exchange in urging tbe advantages of 


a home kitchen garden. Before the 
hou^e is painted, the blurts put up or 
the furniture arranged and the dra- 
peries hung begin planning an aspara- 
gus bed. 
Once i-stabllshed, it will 


mostly care for itself and yield a hun- 
dredfold. All it requires is a yearly 
! supply of rich dressing and a covering 


of leaf mold to "give moisture to roots 
and prevent wedds from sprouting. 


A careful statistician has estimated 


that iu the value to be obtained from 
land the raising of asparagus exceeds 
all other vegetables and strawberries 
all other fruits. Of fruits and vegeta- 
bles that give most satisfaction with, 
least expenditure of labor probably a 
bed of asparagus and a row of currant 
bushes stand first, for. once estab- 
lished, they yield bountifully for years. 


Working Specl«eatloa». 


Never work the ground while it is so 


wet as to clog. Better wait a week for 
it to dry. When the soil is in right 
condition, after sowing the seeds press 
the earth firmly down upon them. Ob- 
serve the same precaution in trans- 
planting. Tress the soil firmly about 
the roots, then water freely. 


Another rule worth remembering ia 


to weed your garden before the weeds 
appear. 
A little time spent stirring 


the ground with a small steel rake or 
pointed hoe will destroy thousands of 
underground rootlets. Nowhere does 
"a stitch in time" so surely "save 
nine." 


All harrly vegetables should be sown 


by the middle or last of April. If de- 
layed until the warm days in May, the 
crop is likely to be late and inferior. 
True, the air is still chilly, but "the 
marriage of earth and sky" has begun, 
and magnetic currents are at work, 
lifting the sap and swelling the buds. 
The Choice of Fin* Ver»n» Coar»e. 


In a small garden it is better to fore- 


go the raising of the coarser vegeta- 
bles, unless it be a few beets, parsnips 
and early potatoes, using the land for 
choicer varieties, some of which, such 
as lettuce, peas, sweet corn and per- 
haps cucumbers and celery, can be 
planted so as to give successlonal 
crops. 


Early peas and lettuce should be 


sown by the latter part of March. 
Enough lettuce can be germinated in 
a small box in some sunny kitchen 
window. Transplant by the middle of 
April in rows from twelve to fifteen 
inches apart, with the plants seven or 
eight inches apart, using plenty of 
well rotted stable dressing and water- 
ing often and abundantly, thus forcing 
a rapid growth, which will soon pro- 
duce large heads, exceedingly tender. 
A fresh box of seeds should be sown 
every six or eight weeks during sum- 
mer that the table may be supplied 
until November, since light frosts do 
not affect strong plants. 


Swiss chard, or sea kale, should find 


a place in every garden. The seed may 
be sown in May and transplanted in 
July two feet apart. 
These greens, 


when touched with frost, are the most 
tender and delicate of all the cabbage 
tribe. Cover the crowns during win- 
ter, and in the early spring blanch the 
first shoots by covering the same as 
celery is treated and cut for use be- 
fore leafing. 


Other Good Item*. 


Parsley is best grown in a large box 


near the house, where it can be con- 
veniently watered and picked during 
the summer. In germinating remem- 
ber that these little seeds can neithet 
be hurried or coaxed. They sometimes 
lie dormant in their moist, sunny bed 
for six long weeks before a shoot ap- 
pears. 


Sweet corn can be planted about the 


middle of May and until July for suc- 
cessional crops. 


Cauliflower, egg and tomato plants 


can best be obtained at the nursery 
and set out about the middle of May. 
A hundred celery plants can be bought 
for a cent apiece and set out in July. 
These, with a row of choice white 
lima pole beans, one or two hills of 
encumbers and perhaps a few sweet 
herbs, will afford sufficient variety aa 
well aa the nourishment so craved by 
the appetite during the summer months. 


The Hlvea. 


Hive stands should not be less than 


six or eight inches high to keep them 
safe from toads. In the evening toads 
can be seen going about in the apiary 
seeking -what they can find. 


Setting hives level is a great preven- 


tive of 111 formed sections. 
Putting 


starters in sections above and below 
will generally secnre nice, well formed 
ones. 


TREE PRUNING. 


The How mm* the Whr-»l«ht mm* 


Wroav War Mad* Clear. 


Low headed apple tree* are tbe role 


now in nearly all section*, says H. E- 
Vtm I>eman in Rural New Yorker in 
an article reciting the hows and why» 
of pruning. Some of tbeue are as fol- 
lows: 


When it becomes necessary to cot 


off a branch, let it he done decently. 
In heading back a branch there U a 
right and a wrong way to do it. In tbe 
first figure we see where n cut has been 
made fully an Inch above the last bud

left to make the growth (A) and also 
another one made properly, at B. Tbe 
wood will die back to the last living 
bud in every case, and a dead snag is 
sure to result if that bud or branch is 
not at the extreme end. Tbe result of 
the first of these cuts a year later can 
be seen at G. The snag shows for it- 
self. In the other case there is merely 
a scar. 


When large branches are cut away, 


there should be no snags left. Be the 
snags ever so short it will die back to 
where the circulation of sap Is active, 
passing from the roots to the leaves 
and also downward. Where snags are 
left by tbe pruners they die, and kind 
nature tries to beal them over. In 
course of time the dead parts will rot 
away If the new growth does not first 
cover them, but there will be a rotten 
blemish in the tree. Where the cuts 
were made close to the main stem tbe 
healing process goes on rapidly. 


The faetnl 


No summer garden can do without 


plenty of nasturtiums, which are use- 
ful in many ways. Besides making 
bright bits of color in flower beds, they 
are charming for table decoration and 
for garnishing salads and plates of 
sandwiches. The sandwiches them- 
selves, wThen made of brown bread 
with a filling of shredded nasturtium 
blossoms, tender stalks and young 
leaves, mixed with a mayonnaise dress- 
ing and ornamented with a few riclj 
red 'or orange colored flowers, will be 
found a very appetizing addition to tbe 
lunch table. The seed vessels, picked 
when green, are a good addition to 
many sorts of pickle. 


As a wall plant or trailing over 


rough banks, the nasturtium is very 
desirable. Attention is called to tbe 
beauty of this plant when grown 
against a background of Ivy on a wall. 
Tender and succulent as the stems are, 
I have seen it in bloom after quite 
heavy frosts against a south wall. This 
year we are trying the double flowered 
variety, which is said to bear flowers 
three inches in diameter.—Cor. Garden- 
Ing. 


More "Water Garden*. 


One of the great needs in our parks 


is some natural bits of planting near 
our ponds or lakes. As a rule there is 
too much cleaning up and cutting down 
of the natural shrubbery.-leaving noth- 
ing to break the shore line. While I 
would not like the whole pond or shore 
covered with shrubs or aquatics, I 
would USe some little bits of nature 
left. What looks more unnatural than 
a beautiful pond or lake divested of al 
natural beauty, leaving the treea al 
trimmed up like so many sentinels and 
every vestige of shrub and flowering 
plant cleaned to the water's edge? Or 
the other hand, what Is more beautifu 
than the trees or shrubbery hanging 
over n river's bank or gracefully 
grouped at intervals along the edge of 
a pond? We have so many plants that 
love this moist situation. Imagine a 
planting of groups of azaleas, clethra, 
viburnums, cornus, Myrica gale, rho- 
dora and black alder, high bush blue- 
berries, with irises, hibiscus, lobelia 
cardinals, forgetmenots, Caltba pa 
lustris, Eupatoriam pupureum, Ascle 


j pias purpurascens.—Jackson Dawson 


New* and Note*. 


In every section of the country this 


spring the cry is, "Don't touch the land 
with the plow until the ground is in 
proper coaditlon!" 


There is an increasing demand that 


the elements of agriculture be taught 
in the public schools.

A YEAR WITH TURKEYS. 


I began tbe season with a 


and nine turkey hens, all nearly 
bred Bronse, write* Millie Hoaaktr of 
Wisconsin in American Agrk-uttsriet. 
During April the hens laid aeveaty- 
seven egg*, of which I set seventy- 
three under five turkey bens. The oth- 
er four I broke up, and they laid again. 
During May I aet forty-three more egge 
under hens in the poultry boose. With " 
tbeae I had very poor lock, as sickness)*" 
prevented my taking care of them. 1 
found a turkey ben sitting'on eleven 
eggs in a ryefield. Out of the seventy- 
three eggs set I hatched fifty-five tur- 
keys. 


Tbeae were fed hard boiled eggs and 


finely cut grass almost entirely the 
first few days. They were kept hi aa 
Inclosed space about the poultry house, 
but were not otherwise confined. I al- 
ways keep the grass well mowed down 
In these incloaurea. I powdered tbe 
bens a few days before hatching with 
insect powder, and by keeping them 
out of doors altogether lice gave me 
but little trouble. I fed mostly aoft 
feed during tbe first month, gradually, 
teaching them to eat whole grain by 
mixing it with Dutch cheese or com 
and shorts bread. 


I lost some from neglect and. rainy 


weather. Some of them got lousy and 
had to be .powdered. I alwaya greaae 
their head* at night, as the hot sun, to- 
gether with the grease, doss not agree 
with them. They were fed Dutch 
cheese and cornmeal mixed with wheat 
and rye and later some shelled corn. 
By Aug. 1 moat of them were turned 
out of the yard for good. They were . 
fed whole grain two or three timea 
each day. One great source of benefit 
from their industry waa the removal of 
worms from four acres of tobacco. No 
help was needed for this work, and 
neither did they pick boles in the 
leaves. 


During September I fed three buah- 


els screenings and lour of com. In Oc- 
tober they received all the, corn .they 
would eat; about one-half buehel.each 
day. The month closed with seventy- 
six young turkeys. During tbe last of 
the month I abut up over fifty of the 
oldest They were fed wet cornmeal 
morning and noon and shelled corn at 
night and occasionally a little whole 
wheat. 
Tbe cornmeal waa usually, 


scalded with boiling water and all ta- 
ble scraps, fat meat or cracklings avail- 
able added to it. Sand and coal cinder* 
were used for grit 


On Qct 13 forty-two of the best were 


killed and shipped to Boston, but OB 
account of high freight I netted only 
$41.35. The remainder of the flock, ex* 
cept those reserved for breeding, were 
abut up in November and killed during 
December. The total receipts from tbe 
turkeys during the year were $79.82. 
After deducting cost of labor and feed 
I had left a profit of $43.74.

chick's abdomen lust before that pe- 
riod, which IB nature's way of provid-

strength for the search. Common sense 
should teach us, says A. P. Hunts**' 
that they ought not to be fed until they, 
have had a chance to digest and as- 
similate tbe absorbed egg yolk, and ex- 
perienced chicken raisers are coming 
to believe that a very serious mistake 
is made by feeding before'the chicks 
are forty-eight hours old. It is better 
that they get to be a little hungry be- 
fore they are fed tban that they be 
tempted to eat before they are really 
ready to digest food. If the chicks are 
"well batched," or, aa Mr. Pollard ex- 
presses it, "come out like popping 
corn," they should be left in the incu- 
bator until tbe morning of the second 
day and then removed to a well 
warmed brooder which has chaff or 
fioply chopped clover, etc., scattered 
over the floor, and a little dry chick 
size of grit and water given them.

Dis- 
solve in two to four quarts of water. 
When completely dissolved, dilute to 
twenty-five gallons. "With this'careful- 
ly spray every crevice, nook and cor- 
ner of the bouse. As the solution is 
highly poisonous, care should be ob- 
served in handling it Increase propor- 
tions as required. Apply with a fin* 
spray pump. All movable woodwork 
should be removed and thoroughly, 
drenched, or, if easily and cheaply re- 
placed, burned. It takes complete and 
careful work to annihilate disease 
germs, but this will do It If the wall* 
of the houses are first sprayed with 
soapy water made from good brown 
soap, it will make the effect still more 
potent-A. Q. Gilbert la Burel New 
Yorker.

PU.OKAV mownna HOW LEVKK is BBonar 
water and the great torrent moving 
grandly at a speed of five or all miles 
an hour, twice the usual velocity of the 
stream. 


That the efforts to confine the waters 


of this mighty river within its banks 
arc not always successful is evidenced 
by the widespread devastations which 
have resulted' from the floods of this 
and previous* years. While the stress 
npon the controlling barriers Is only 
felt in the flood season, when the Mis- 
sissippi's normal waters are augment- 
ed a hundredfold by the spring fresh- 
ets of its numerous tributaries, the ut- 
most cart and almost ceaseless labor 
are required all the year around to keep 
these barriers in repair against the 
time when the snow and ice Impris- 
oned waters of the farther north are 
let loose by the returning sun and come 
rushing madly down toward the sea in 
a wild, reUotless and-resistless torrent. 


IT,rom Cairo to the gulf the Mississip- 


pi flows through a flat land generally 
at a mean level above that of the sur- 
rounding country. Along the left or 
east bank there are bluffs here and 
there, wjth lowlands between that 
have to,be protected, but on the west 
•id* of the river the land lies low and 
at places really falls away, so that you 
have to go up hill to1 get to the river. 
• Originally the Mississippi formed ita 
own banks with mud which it washed 
up'and deposited and wasn't at all par- 
ticular where those banks were, chang- 
ing them at will to suit its fancy. The 
aboriginal dwellers in the valley didn't 
mind this much, since they could push 
their canoes across the stream at one 
place as well as another, and It wasn't 
very Important anyway whether he 
got across or not. Nor was it material 
to the red man whether one section of 
the valley or another or the whole of it 
was covered with water. But when 
the white man began to settle in the 
Mississippi valley and cultivate its 
deep, rich, red, alluvial soil it speedily 
became apparent that something must 
be done to keep the erratic and change- 
ful river within bounds. So for a cen- 
tury the building of levees has gone on 
until now -earthworks have been 
thrown up against the spring invasion 
of the waters all the way from Cairo 
to.the delta, a distance of about 1,500 
miles. 


The levees have been built partly by 


the federal government, partly by the 
abutting states, but chiefly by the plan- 
tation owners adjacent to the river, 
who formed levee districts, with boards 
empowered to levy taxes for the work 
of construction and maintenance. With- 
in the main levees are often private 
levees constructed by plantation own- 
ers or by towfls, and sometimes one 
will find places which resemble a for- 
tress, with a series of earthworks. 


It Is difficult to estimate the cost of 


the Mississippi levees by reason of the 
fact that the work has bc*»n done by so 
many different interests and paid for 
out of so many different funds. Some 
ten years ago it was estimated by gov 
eminent engineers that the lowlands 
aould be protected from the delta to 
Cairo at a cost of 136,000,000 for con- 
struction and $2,000,000 a year for 
maintenance. 
Between these points 


there are 1,775 miles of levees. The 
levees are now controlled and policed 
by the Mississippi river commission, 
created by act of congress In 1879. 


These levees are mere banks of earth 


thrown up several hundred feet from 
the river at low water, the low water 
mark being the cero or datum from 
which the rise of the river is marked 
op to the danger line, which represents 
the point beyond which more water 
would destroy Ufa and property. 


In building a levee a trench Is dug 


three or four feet deep and about 100 
foat wlds. aad on this earth Is heaped 
until a continuous ridge Is foraiad 100 


and at Vicksburg and New Orleans. 


Breaks in the levees are of two 


kinds—the sudden giving way of a sod- 
den bank, turned to mud by the grad- 
ual slope of the water, and the slow 
but insidious mining of crawfish, toe 
greatest enemy the levee has because 
it is impossible to combat them. 


There Is always a certain amount of 


seepage going on in the earthworks, 
and if the interior of the levee is open 
It begins to cave, and the shell gives 
way. The tremendous pressure of the 
rushing waters instantly carries the 
walls away, and the river rushes 
through. Nothing can withstand the 
flood if it gets beyond the initiatory 
break, and no force that man can 
readily apply can close the gap until 
an enormous amount of damage has 
been done. Some of the earlier build- 
ers left large tree stumps In the earth 
of which the levee is composed. These 
gradually rot and leave a bole which 
begins to cave, and the seepage fin- 
ishes the work of destruction. 


Tho conflicting interests of the plant- 


ers along the banks of the river are 
a menace to the Integrity of the levee. 
Naturally every planter would rather 
see a break occur below than above 
him. 
If it occurs below, his river 


frontage is at once relieved of the 
pressure of the water, and if his levee 
happens to be weak in any spot it 
may be saved by a break below and 
not only his plantation, but the live* 
of himself and the members of his 
family, be preserved. This is the source 
of temptation in times of stress that 
makes men sometimes so far forget 
themselves as to cause a levee to be 
undermined. 


Another source of danger comes 


Urom the lumbermen In the swamps 
back of the levee. It is manifestly 
cheaper for them to float their timber 
out than to haul it Hence they profit 
by a flood. 


During the season of high water the 


levees are carefully and constantly 
guarded. 
Hundreds of 
policemen 


armed with rifles march along the 
crown of the levees watching every 
foot of it to prevent its being tam- 
pered with. No person not authorized or 
who cannot give a satisfactory account 
of his purpose is permitted to ap- 
proach. If he persists in hanging about 
the levee or is caught in the act of 
damaging it, he is promptly shot and 
tried afterward. 


A guard patrolling the levee notices 


a slight leakage on the inner aide of 
the embankment The crown of the 
levee "sounds" beneath his feet Pres- 
ently a small stream spurts from the 
inner wall. He knows the sign. The 
crawfish have undermined the levee, 
and one has worked through, making 
a small tunnel scarcely an inch in di- 
ameter, through which the water has 
followed from the nest in the middle 
of the embankment. In a case like this 
expediency is cthe thing. Quick work 
may save the levee. An hour's neglect 
may result in a crevasse, through 
which the Mississippi will pour in a 
raging torrent. 


The rapidity with which a break ic 


the levee becomes a crevasse is one of 
the terrible features of a Mississippi 
flood. When the guard has discovered 
that a crawfish has bored through the 
levee, he first sees a spurt of water 
such as comes from a leak in a fire 
hose or a break in a lead pipe in

Of those which will participate in the

The first will 
perform the evolutions provided hi the 
regulations for mounted troops, while 
the "bareback" men will give these 
and a few additional. Both sections 
have been drilling hard in the riding 
hall, and both are almost ready for the 
competition to determine the team for 
Madison Square Garden. 


A visitor to the riding hall while a 


drill Is in progress cannot but be im- 
pressed by the wonderful proficiency 
attained by these cavalrymen. The 
saddle troop goes through its paces 
first. Various formations are shown, 
and finally "troop front" is ordered. 
The men then lead tlaoir horses out un- 
til there is a space of about six paces 
between each two men. Sabers ar«* 
drawn, and the fascinating saber drill 
follows, the men going through tbe 
successive movements in perfect uni- 
son and without a word of command. 
At the end of the saber drill the com- 
mand to lie down comes, and in an in- 
stant every horse is thrown by its rider 
without dismounting. When the horses 
are again on their feet, a cotillon Is 
formed, the band plays, and the horses 
go through the complicated steps of 
the grand march. Hurdles are then 
brought out, and the cavalrymen take 
them four abreast. The exercises con- 
clude with a terrific charge down the 
ball, the horses at breakneck speed, 
the men yelling like demons. When 
within three feet of the visitors' gal- 
lery, they are skillfully pulled up, and 
the column breaks into sets of fours 
and marches out of the hall. 


All this is difficult enough, but it is 


nothing to the bareback exorcises that 
follow. The troopers, equipped in reg- 
ulation uniform, take the hurdles as 
gracefully and skillfully as the sad- 
dle bestriding fellows. They are re- 
quired to dismount, vault over the 
horse and remount from the opposite 
side while their steeds are first trot- 
ting and then galloping. Next the men 
are formed in columns of twos .and 


j take turns in dismounting and vault- 


ing over their own horses to the backs 
of those ridden by their partners. 


When this exercise Is over, the hur- 


dles are again brought out, and the 
men dismount and vault over their 
horses as they are taking the jumps. 
This is indeed an exacting feat, but it 
is performed in faultless style by the 
agile cavalrymen. With the horses 
etill iu pairs and one man managing 
both, his partner vaults to the back of 
his horse and, standing, rides over the 
hurdles.
